Only 5.1 per cent of students
enrolled in Torrance high
schools terminated their edu-
cation at the end of the year,
according to a report given the
Board of Education Monday
night.

The enrollment in the three

high schools was 6,428 on Oc- |
tober 31, 1961, and 6,110 at the |

close of the year. However, the
high schools handled a total of
7,270 students during the year,

or 13 per cent more than the |

number initially enrolled.

Out of this number, 325 stu-
dents terminated their educa-
tion after high school. More
correctly, the percentage fig-
ure would read 3.8, according
to the administration, consider-
ing many students return to
high school, go to a junior col-
lege, or enroll in a trade
school.
